The United States Geological Sur- 


vey has just completed a. world sur- 
vey of coal production and finds 
that the pre-war level of production 
was nearly equalled during 1920 
and that the alarm over a world 
coal shortage is "a thing of the 
past." It is pointed out that this 
conclusion is 
reached on reports 


for 92 per cent of the world output 
but no conclusion can be drawn as 
to the effect of the latest British 
coal strike upon the world's pro- 
duction. 


"The year 1920 will be a me- 


moriable one in the history of the 
world's coal supply," said the sur- 
vey. "The prices reached" were the 
highest of modern times, and as 
usually happens at such a time, the 
quality of the output deteriorated 
In-the last two years the world' 
output has risen nearly to tbe pre 
war level." 


The survey shows that in 191 


the world's production of coal wa 
1,342,000,000 metric tons/bf wlr- 
the United States 
produced 38. 


per cent, and in 1920 tbe worl< 
production was 1,300,000,000, o 
which the United States producei 
45.1 per cent. 


Demand Forcing Supply. 


"In comparing the 1920 outpa 


with that of the years before th 
war, it must be remembered tha 
the world's 
consumption of coa 


normally increases by leaps and 
bounds," the survey states.' 
The 


average rate of 
increase 
in the 


twenty year period preceding Aug- 
ust, 1914, was 38,000.000 tons. 
Of. 


course the waste and disorganiza- 
tion of the war have reduced the 
consuming capacity of many coun- 
tries, but in other countries, not- 
ably the 
United States, require- 


ments have been increasing at 
a 


rate greater, if anything, than, be- 
fore the war, 


"The present rate o fproduction 


in the world is a result of conflict- 
ing forces: the decline in the war- 
torn countries is being offset, in 
part, by an increase in regions re- 
mote from the battlefields. In the 
belligerent countries of Europe the 
war cut heavily into production. 
Sometimes the cause of the decline 
was physical 
destruction of the 


mines, as in France; sometimes it 
was the drain upon the manpower 
of the nation, 
sometimes it was 


merely the economic disorganiza- 
tion and disruption of normal trade 
which attended the war. In France 
the 1920 output 
(excluding the 


Saar and. Alsace-Lorraine) was 46 
per cent less than 1913; in Great 
Britain the 
decline 
was 20 per 


cent; in Germany (also including 
the Saar and Alsace-Lorraine) the 
output of bituminous coal decreas- 
ed 24 per ceat, a decrease which 
was in part, however, offset by the 
increased production 
of lignite." 


With the 
summer months ap- 


proaching and excellent reports of 
world coal production, the National 
Coal Association, however, warns 
the consumer that now is the time 
to worry about a shortage next 
winter and to forestall a shortage 
by filling bins now for tho distant 
cold months. If there is active co- 
operation in keeping coal moving to 
the market the nation will "never 
face the danger of a coal shortage 
emergency," 
the 
association de- 
clares.

experience. But when the akull bones are broken there 
arises at once the possibility of serious and even fatal 
complications.

It is impossible to have a 
fracture of the skull without some effect being pro- 
duced upon the delicate covering of the brain, if not 
upon the brain substance itself.

Hard Work Xeeded. 


In the very nature of things.the in- 


side workings of the Postal Inspectors 
can not be given to the world, but in 
the last decade or so some of the mys- 
teries that have been solved by this 
branch of the government service ex- 
ceed in interest and fascination any- 
thing found within the covers of works 
of fiction. Some of the greatest inves- 
tigators in the Federal service, men 
like Chief Wilkie, William J. Burns, 
William J. Flynn, James T. Cortelyou 
and others equally notable have gotten 
at the heart of mysteries that were 
supposed to have gone into the limbo 
of unsolved crimes. The brutal and 
sordid cases differ very little from the 
usual run of police news that -xe flnd 
on the first page of the newspapers 
nearly 
every day in the w-eek, but 


there are others of a more subtle cn*r- 
acter which called for *.he expenditure 
of ingenuity and brain work of a su- 
perior character. 


One of these concerns the attempt 


to blackmail a New York millionaire. 
One morning this man received a let- 
ter commanding him to deposit 550,000 
in the last pew on the right aisle of 
Trinity Church. If he failed to do this 
—well his life might be in danger. This 
man was a strong character and he 
tossed the letter into the waste-basket 
with a snort of contempt. He went on 
with his work, but later some impulse 
caused him to fish the letter out of 
the basket and send it to the postal au- 
thorities. 
The next day he received 


another letter warning him that he 
had failed to comply with the direc- 
tions in tne original 
communication, 


and tbat by so doing he was risking 
his life. The postal Inspectors inter- 
viewed the millionaire- and tb^r 'earn-

Inside, the dishonest employe. If he 
should attempt to fool with the box 
which contains the bell, a contact is 
formed which immediately makes the 
bell ring. The power necessary for 
the device does not come from the big 
electric 
companies but from small 


batteries secreted In a small box and 
kept away In a private office or some 
other place. The only person having 
a k«y to open the box is the proprie- 
tor or some other trusted person.

and ascertain to whom It was address- 
ed. If it waa to tho millionaire the 
carrier was to raise his right harifl as 
a signal to the waiting police. 


Flan Brings Ecsnlts. 


It worked like a chann. Shortly be- 


fore midnight a man came around a 
corner, and glanced 
furtively about 


hire. No one appeared to be in sight. 
He took a letter 
from 
his pocket, 


glanced at the superstructure and then 
dropped it Into the box. 
Almost like 


magic a carrier appeared and opened 
the box and took out the missive. He 
glanced at the address and immediate- 
ly threw up his right 
hand. 
The 


culprit was still in sight. He was pur- 
sued and placed under arrest. There 
was some dcubt about 
the sanity of 


of the prisoner, but he admitted writ- 
Ing the letter, was tried, convicted 
and given a long term of imprison- 
ment in the Federal Penitentiary. 


Discovers Clew. 


Our readers may recall the story of 


how two blackmailers were discovered 
and brought to justice by the appar- 
ently Insignificant detail of two defec- 
tive letters in a typewriting machine. 
In this case the culprit demanded 
$7,500 from the father of a boy who 
was supposed to have been kidnaped, 
but who, it was later learned, bad been 
accidentally drowned. They had read 
In the newspapers of the strange dis- 
appearance of the child 
and heart- 


lessly took advantage of the Incidents 
for tho purpose of making some "easy 
money." 


It came out in the court* of the In- 


In the meantime h« discovered a sec- 


ond and more imponamt clew. It was 
'.hat each of the letters contained three 
defective letters. 


The. business of the detective was to 


locate the particular typewriter on 
which these letter bad been writ- 
ten. 
Locating the 
proverbial nee- 


dle in the proverbial haystack was as 


task. It called for In- 
but the middle name 


of this particular 
Inspector was Pa- 


tience. 
He proceeded 
to Pittsburg 


with several of his assistants and be- 
gan the seemingly impossible task. His 
first job was to ascertain the name of 
this typewriting machine. That was 
not so difficult because each make of 
typewriter has its own peculiar char- 
acter of type.* That ascertained 
he 


was able to secure the co-operation of 
the 
company 
which manufactured 


these machines. They readily agreed 
to the use cf their employes in the 
search. Postal 
employes and police 


were pressed into the case. Then one 
Monday morning the army of investi- 
gators started out to make an exam- 
ination of the machines in use In Pitts- 
burg. Perslttence won, for before 
nightfall they had located the type- 
writer with the three defective letters. 


Tightening the Wefc. 


That was only the beginning of the 


solution of the mystery. It wa« learn- 
ed that the operator of the machine 
waa a young woman who lived In one 
of the suburbs. She had a brother 
who mad* hit bom* in a tort of shack 


and Jived a mysterious life. 
He did 


not seem to have any special means of 
livelihood, but he had been seen to 
mail letters occasionally. 
Most im- 


portant of all was the fact that one 
of the original letters had been mailed 
from his town. The girl was arrested 
and promptly confessed to her share 
in the business. She said that she had 
addressed the letters for her brother, 
but did not know their contents. 


How was the man to bo captured? 


He might be a desperate character, or 
he might take alarm and escape. 
In 


any event the chief inspector took a 
bold course. He we-t to the shack In 
an automobile, and took th# precau- 
tion to go armed. 
Under pietense of 


wanting oil for his machine he knocked 
at the door. The man answered, and 
before he realized what was going on 
had been placed under arrest. 


Like the New York blackmailer, he 


proved to be of feeble mind. But he 
was a dengerous character for all that 
and was tried and on conviction sent 
to the penitentiary. 
It was a great 


piece of work on the part of the Post- 
offlce 
Department, 
work 
requiring 


brains and courage. 


The cases cited belong to the class 


which rarely come to the notice of 
the public. But the postal Inspectors 
In all parts of the United States are 
constantly working on complaints that 
require Intelligence and shrewdness 
of the highest order. The sensational 
train robberies naturally receive more 
publicity, but these are not always tho 
most difficult 
to solve. 
They call 


more for the ordinary routine wort 
which utilizes the machinery of ta* 
various police departments. 


Jesse James, a Piker. 


Jesse James is not much more thin 


a memory of those of the present gtiu- 
eratlon. but he was numbered among 
the boldest of the train robbers and 
bis work was very much like that of 
the present-day bandits who do not 
hesitate violence to attain their ob- 
ject. But James, even in his palmiest 
days, was never known to "pull off" a 
two or three-million dollar robbery, 
and he would probably have been v«ry 
much astonished 
to find himself ttl 


possession of a bushel basket full ol' 
ten-dollar bills. 


The officials at Washington admit 


that there has been a great increase 
of mail robberies In the last few 
months, but they are not at all dis- 
couraged. They are 
confident 
tbat 


most. If not all, of the robbers will 
eventually be brought to justice. They 
say. moreover, that this big increase 
is but an additional phase of the crime 
wave that has disturbed the country 
since the close of the war. It is sug- 
gested, for Instance, that the mall rob- 
beries 
are less than In other lines, 


such as banks, trust companies and va- 
rious financial institutions. This, be 
it understood, is not an excuse, but an 
explanation. 
A bold bandit, holding 


up a train., is sure to get bigger head- 
lines than a trusted employe of a 
bank who quietly makes away with the 
funds of the Institution. 


The Penitentiary Awaits. 


Chief Kelly, the veteran detective, 


who guards the financial district In 
Philadelphia, has in his day helped to 
trace many postal robberies as well aa 
bring to justice bank robbers. 
Like 


former Chief Wilkie, Detective Burns 
and Director Cortelyou, all thieves 
look alike to him. 


Naturally it is not possible to get 


exact statistics about train and postal 
robberies for tbe last few months, and, 
while they are abnormal, they are not 
much more so than other thmgs In the 
line of crime 
since the 
world was 


turned upside down by the recent 
armed conflict. Government officials 
say that their records sho-vv that for 
the last fiscal year there were 3,145 ar- 
rests for violations of 'tho postal laws 
of which 535 were for pr,stc*3«:« and 
mall train robberies. Of tl\e»o arrests 
1917 were of persons oats'Ja vtf the 
postal service.

Handy for Sheriffs. 


So prolific has the identification 
section of the army become as a 
means of capturing criminals, that 
every now and then the depart- 
ment has to squelch some ambtious 
sheriff who tries to make the serv- 
ice pay him dividends. The meth- 
od ordinarily used is simple. The 
sheriff makes a collection of no- 
tices of reward offered for the cap- 
ture of criminals. Then he arrests 
every tramp that crosses his way,

Finally, he proposes to establish 


a permanent system of taxation 
which will distribute the burden 
equitably. 


"The present time is an emerg- 


ency period." he said. "Those 


( measures which I have introduced 
and pushed through against every 


i opposition are 
extravagant—thev 


are bizarre. 
But they are neces- 


sary to meet an extravagant and a 
bizarre situation. My predecessor 
had a monthly deficit of a billion 
kronen. I stopped this. The tax on 
tobacco is the most exorbitant in 
history—but from it I get five hun- 
dred millions. From this 20 per 
cent levy I shall get three hundred 
billions of kronen. 


This year Hungary shall get on- 


to herfeet. Then we must plan our 
future policy. 
We must subsidize 


children, because our country is 
fearfully depopulated. The Ameri- 
can income tax provides proportion- 
ate exemptions for families with 
children, and that is an idea which 
we shall introduce into Hungary. 
vv e must have funds for social ser- 
vice. 1 shall shortly propose a bill 
taxing all those people who took no 
part in the war and the funds de- 
rived therefrom shall be used for 
disabled soldiers.

Says Lenin Has Reached 
End of "No Capitalism" 


Policy; Starvation 
Only Alternative.

LONDON. May 14.—Austin Hop- 


kinson, M. P., ex-coal miner and 
maker of coal cutting machinery, 
who has reverted to simple life in 
a cottage because he believes it is 
the only way to avert revolution 
has taken sharp issue with British 
Socialistic leaders who announce 
they are "out to destroy capital- 
ism." 


The charge that the unemploy- 


ment crisis has been provoked by 
business men for their own purpos- 
es he brands as a "cold and calcu- 
lated lie." 
He defends capitalism, 


and, as a man who, within a few 
years has seen labor problems from 
both the workers and employers' 
sides, analyzes the present crisis as 
follows: 


"If there were no capitalism we 


should eat up all the corn produced 
in the world each year and save 
none for seed corn for the next har- 
vest. 
This is exactly what Lenin 


has done in Russia, with the result 
that now, in order to avoid starva- 
tion of a large section of the popu- 
lation, he is striving frantically to 
remtroduce 
capitalism 
on 
any 


terms, even going as far as to offer 
concessions to foreign capitalists 
which would involve the practical 
slavery of a large section of his fel- 
low countrymen. 


"The unemployment crisis is due 
entirely to the attempt with govern- 
ment assistance to maintain the 
average standard of living at a 
height which the economic situa- 
tion of Europe does not justify. 


Consumption Too Great. 


"Men are out of work because we 


cannot sell our products. We can- 
not sell our products because our 
prices are higher than people can 
pay. 
Our prices are higher than 


people can pay because our costs 
are so high. Our costs are exces- 
sive because men's wages are too 
high—or, in other words, men are 
consuming, more than they are pro- 
ducing. 


"The average standard of living 


in this and every other country in 
the world is going to come down— 
perhaps even to the 1914 stand- 
ard. 


"The number of people in the 


world is about the same as in 1914 
and the amount of stuff is very 
much less. So a reduced standard 
of living is inevitable, and cannot 
be dodged by any device of any 
kind. The vast bulk of the working 
class of this country know it, and 
from intimate experience with them 
both in peace and in war, I am con- 
vinced that they will face the posi- 
tion like men, if only they know 
that no one else is benefltting by 
their sufferings. 


"Hence, though the ultimate gen- 
eral prosperity will be greater if 
great accumulations of capital con- 
tinue to be made, yet the situation 
is such today that what is econ- 
omically sound may not be imme- 
diately expedient. 


"Therefore, in my opinion, we 


who are in a position to accumulate 
capital should refsain from doing 
•o, at any rate for a period." 


Hopkinson is refraining from ac- 


cumulating capital by giving up his 
country mansion and servants, liv- 
ing in a cottage by the canal-side 
and giving his workers a

LINGERING GAS POIS01 
OF FAMILY WHICH SENT THREE TO WAR

DENVER, May 14—A story of one 
family's sacrifice In the world war 
pageant with pathos was revealed 


here in the death of Lieutenant 


Edward G. Skeggs, who succumbed 
to the ravages of tuberculosis after 
a long struggle in a valu effort to 
regain his health.

Three brothers, Alfred, John and 


Edward Skeggs. 
motivated by a 


high sense of patriotism, dedicated I 
their lives to the cause of humanity ' 
in the world war. the two first 
named Joining the famous Princess 
Pat regiment of the' Canadian army 
and the latter enlisting in the arm- 
ed forces of Uncle Sam on the day 
that a state of war was declared 
to exist between the United States 
and Germany. 


Alfred, the older brother, 
was 


killed in action in Flanders and his 
body rests beneath the poppy fields 
there; 
John, a sergeant in the dis 


tinguished Canadian egiment that 
was badlv riddled on the western 
front, was seriously wounded and 
gassed. 
After being invalided back 


to Canada, his 
health gradually 
ebbed and he died in Quebec. 


Third Brother Dies. 


George, the third brother, who 


died at his home here recently, .be- 
came a member of the One Hun- 
dred and Fifty-Seventh Infantry, 
a Colorado unit, and sacrificed his 
health on the far-flung battlefields 
of the Argonne Forest and along 
the Meuse river. 
As the result of 


exposure to gas and the rigors of j 
the fighting in those major engage- 
ments, he contracted tuberculosis. 
He was brought home and after a 
long period of treatment at Fitz- 
eimmons hospital, the army hos- 
pital in this city, he was discharged 
in August. 1920, it being believed 
that his health was greatly im- 
proved. Since then he has been liv- 


ing with his wife. Mrs. Daisy De- 
Forest Skeggs. 


Skeggs' death came suddenly at 
a tune when it^was thought that 
he had successfully combattw the 
dread disease.
